A PLEA FOR COLUMBUS. 


His Discovery of America Was the 
One That Discovered. 
{From the 8t. Paul Globe.) 

Ifever a poor fellow had harg work to 
win bis laurels, and still barder work to 
hold on to them, it was Christopher Colum- 
bus. Itis perhaps one of the penalties of 
true greatness to be looked upon as the 
prey of literary scalpers. The lamented 
William Shakes has had an experi- 
ence of that kind, second only to the expe- 
rience that the fame of Christopher Colum- 
bus has been subjected to. As time ed 
on, it was thought that the reputations of 
both Columbus and Shakespeare were estab- 
lished beyond all 

This has been a delusion. Mr. Doaneliy’s 
recent assault on. Shak , and Miss 
Brown’s effort to transfer the laurel wreath 
from the brow of Columbus to that of Lief 
Erickson only demonstrate the perpetual 
activity of the two elements in hn- 
man {nature known as eombativeness and 
destructiveness. But, for all that, Colum- 
bus and ShakespeR&re are going to 
keep on their feet. All rival claims are 
now barred by the statute of limitations. 

It is possibile that Lief Erickson, the Ice- 
land voyager, did set foot on these shores 
long before Columbus landed. So did the 
Indians, but the world was not benefited 
by it. It was different with Christopher 
Columbus. His achievements produced 
greater revolutions and grander results 
than ever before attended the efforts of 
mere man born of woman. With his dis- 
coveries, old ideas that had held the human 
understanding in bondage passed away. 
The buJjd Genoese adventurer was the John 
the Baptist of the science which so bril- 
liantiyGJuminates the worid today. He es- 
tablishe e fact that the earth was a 
spherical body, and in an age, too, when it 
was considered blasphemous to hint at such 
a theory.

GERMANY’S GRIEF. 


Later Accounts of Emperor 
William’s Death. 


His Last Words a Plea for Peace with 
| Russia. 


All Europe in Mourning Over the 
Great Ruler’s Demise. 


Messages of Condolence Sent from Almost Every 
(Capital In the Civilized World—Prepara- 
tions for the Final Rites—The 
Emperor's Last Wishes, 


By Telegraph to The Times. 

BeR.in, March 9.—[By Cable and Asso- 
ciated Press.| Reich’s Anzeiger gives the 
following details of. the last hours of Em- 
peror William: 

On Wednesday when his strength began 
to fail, the Emperor spoke repeatedly to 
Prince William about the condition of the 
Crown Prince and about political and mili- 
tary affairs. 

Ov Thursday he talked with his daughter, 
the Grand Duchess of Baden, about the 
death of her son, Pririce Louis. 

At noon he asked for Prince Bismarck, 
who came and conversed with him on the 
political situations The Emperor spoke 
clearly and thanked the Chancellor for his 
services te his country. : 

Increased feebleness soon followed 
afterward. His voice became feebler 
and feebler, __finaliy sinking to 


@ whisper. At 5 o'clock he was 


so weak that members of the family, Prince 
Bismarck and Coupt von Moltke and the 
servants of the household gathered around 
his bed. The Emperor, supported by the 
doctors, held the hand of his wife on one 
side and his daughter’s hand on the other. 


Prince William ‘stood at the head of the 


couch. Chaplain Koegel spoke a few words 
of consolation, to which the Emperor whis- 
pered occasional responses. 

At 5:30 the patient manifested extreme 
weakness, and death seemed imminent. 


Suddenly he rallied and asked for Count}, 


von Moltke and Prince William, with whom 
he talked about the state of the army and 
the Prussian people, entering into minute 
particulars when speaking of military mat- 
ters. To the astonishment of the listeners, 
he then referred to Germany’s alliances 
with various countnes, and the possibility 
of war, but during the latter portion of his 
remarks the phantasies of delirium were 
mingled with coherent utterances. 

This temporary recovery of strength 
lasted till 10 o’clock. At frequent intervals 
be conversed in a touching, ¢arnest manner 
with those about him. Between 10 and 12 
he appearéd to be asleep. 

At about 2 o’clock it was observed that a 
curious change was beginning to take place 
in the Emperor’s face, although there was 
again a slight improvement in his condi- 
tion. But at 7 it was seen that his last mo- 
ments were pear, and the members of the 
family were again summoned wo bis bed- 
side, and at 8:30 the doctors declared that 

was dead. 
A PEACEFUL END. 

During the last 56 hours the Emperor was 
drowsy, delirious and conscious alternating, 
starting at times excitedly to make remarks 
relative to his family or political mat- 
ters. Once he mistook Prince Bismarck 
for the Crown Prince, and taking his 
hand pleaded that he would always be kind 
to the Czar. During the last moments the 
Emperor did not suffer. His face wore a 
tranquil, almost smiling expression. A few 
minutes before his death the Empress ex- 
claimed: ‘Fritz, dear Fritz!” 

Emperor William lett 300,000,000 marks 
in cash. 

Count von Moltke at the closing scene 
deeply moved, and at. jast wept bit- 
terly. 

STATEMENTS BY EYE-WITNESSES. 

Eye-witnesses of the scenes at the death 
of the Emperor state that during the last 
few hours or his life he suffered no pain. 
Shortly after 8 o’clock all the members of 
the family staying at the ace, the court 
dignitaries, generals and Minister of State 
were summoned to the chamber in which 
the Emperor was dying. The Empress was in 
half a sitting ition ona 
AU the members of tbe royal family took 
places at the bedstead. e room was 
crowded. Prince William stood nearest the 
Emperor, half bending over the couch. He 
earnestly watched the face of the dying 
monarch until he expired. The Emperor 
died holding the Empress’ band. He had 
been in a stupor since 3 o’clock. He was 
delirious for a brief period, at 5 o’clock, 
during which he is reported to have ex- 
claimed: “I am a man 7 but if 
Russia forces me to war I shall faithfully 
side with my ally Austria,” 

The Emperor's remains lie covered with 
white cloth on the bedstead on which he 
died, in the imperial chamber. The body is 


po- | surrounded with candies. His expression 


is extremely peaceful and _ Mem- 
bers of the royal family left the palace at 10 


| o’clock.

“Alexander has promised me that he will 
not make war against us.” 

It is reported that the Emperor also said:

THE DEATH ANNOUNCED. 

The Staats Anzeiger publishes the fol- 
lowing proclamation: ‘“It has pleased God 
te call His Majesty, the Emperor and King, 
our most gracious master, from life, aftera 
short illness and after a richly bies 
reign. The whole nation mourns with the 
royal house the decease of the deeply be- 
loved and venerable monarch, whose wis- 
dom has ruled so long and s0 gloriously 
over its fortunes in war and peace. 

“(Signed) Tue MINISTER OF STATE.” 

The death of the Emperor was announced 
to the populace by lowering to halfmast the 
standard over th@ palace. Flags at half- 
mast are displayed on all public buildings. 
An immense concourse of people gathered 
outside the palace, and the multitude is 
silent and sorrowful. 

FUNERAL ARRANGEMENTS. 

Last evening religious services were heid 
inthe chamber of death, and the same 
will be repeated. The students at 
all the schools and universities will 
be dismissed and a large number of offices 
and business houses will be closed for the 
day. Almost without exception the shops 
representing every trade display craped 
flags, many exhibiting portraits of the dead 
Emperor ped in black.
